bo dy, we will finally minimi« the dangers. 
Ho w can it he do ne? 
There are three po s­ 
sible wavs,—fine, impriso nment, the fo rfeitu re 
o f license. 
Mere fine* can never do it. fo r this o nly re­ 
su lt» in permitting dru nken drivers, who are 
financially able to pay their fines, to co ntinu e 
o n their way, while tho se who are u nable to 
pay their fines will go to jail. It reaches o nly 
a class, and that the po o rest and weakest class 
in the co mmu nity, wherein great hardships 
are felt by their family, and the co mmu nity in 
which the family resides is called u po n fo r 
help, as well as the co u nty itself. 
Impriso nment fo r all cases wo u ld be infin­ 
itely better than a fine, fo r this co u ld be made 
to apply to all. rich and po o r alike, and it 
wo u ld breed respect fo r law. The qu estio n as 
to length o f time wo u ld he a difficu lt thing to 
determine. 
There again, the qu estio n o f the 
u nfairness is raised qu ite serio u sly. 
Under present co nditio ns a man is fined fo r 
the o ffense, and thro u gh no n-payment o f the 
fin« , is sent to jail. H* is no t really sent to 
jail as a pu nishment. 
He is sent there be­ 
cau se h« o wes the state mo ney, and can t pay it. 
It it practical impriso nment fo r debt. 
If they were all co mpelled to serve equ al jail 
sentences, there wo u ld be so me ju stice in the 
pro gram. And yet what are we pu nishing them 
fo r? Are we pu nishing them fo r being dru nk? 
If that it so , then a” peo ple who get dru nk 
sho u ld be pu nished in the same manner. “No ,” 
so me o ne will say, “We are pu nishing him fo r 
getting behind the au to mo bile wheel when he 
i* dru nk.” Bu t we kno w that a dru nk man is 
no lo nger in po ssessio n o f his facu lties, and he 
canno t be ju dged o n the same basis as a so ber 
man. 
He ha* in his po cket a license to drive that 
car, and he pro po ses to drive it. That is ail he 
kno ws. 
The o ne su rest way o f the pro tectio n 
o f the pu blic fro m the dru nk driver is the can­ 
cellatio n o f hi» license fo r su ch a perio d o f 
time, as to serve no tice u po n him that the pu b­ 
lic co nsiders it a terribly serio u s o ffense, and 
that 
the pu blic pro po ses to pro tect 
itself 
against su ch irrespo nsibility. 
This i* the o ne thing which will reach the 
real seat o f the difficu lty. And eventu ally we 
can so frame legislatio n as to pro tect so ciety 
fro m the dangers o f the dru nk man behind the 
wheel by even reaching him befo re he has do ne 
his dru nk driving, o r co mmitted his damage. 
The railro ads have do ne this. 
The o ther dap a man who co nfessed he had 
been drinking, tho u gh he had do ne no damage, 
was fined $ 250 in a co u rt in the co u nty, fo r 
driving while dru nk. He had no mo ney. He 
wac sent to jail. This wo u ld enable him to 
wo rk o u t hi* fine at the rate o f $ 2.00 per day. 
It wo u ld take fo u r mo nths to do it. He had a 
farher, wife and several children. He was in 
mo re than a mo nth. The family, in need, ap­ 
pealed to the lo cal au tho rities, a*d they re­ 
qu ested a paro le, after finding a jo b fo r the 
man to su ppo rt his family. A paro le wo u ld 
still carry with k the pro hibitio n o f driving a 
car fo r a perio d. 
W* believed that u nder the circu mstances, 
the ends o f ju stice, and the pro tectio n o f so ­ 
ciety, co u ld be reached better by denying him 
the right to drive a car u nder* any circu mstances 
fo r a perio d, and maybe a lo ng perio d, than by 
keeping him in jail, and he sees the manifest in­ 
ju stice o f the man who 11a* cash in his po cket 
being permitted to pay his fine and go o n. 
Du ring the mo nths and years to co me, if we 
are go ing to have liqu o r flo wing like a river 
there mu st be a strenu o u s law that will no t 
o nly fo rbid, bu t will serio u sly penalize any and 
every man, who in a dru nken co nditio n, gets 
behind the mo to r car steering gear and drives 
the caw. 
We shall pro bably reach the po int 
even o f entirely pro hibiting men who are kno wn 
to ever be dru nk, fro m driving cars at all. 


“dry”, the “wets” co u ld still have the po ssi­ 
bility o f having a legal electio n, and so fram­ 
ing the o rdinance that liqu o r co u ld he had o u t 
in the “dry” territo ry. 
Under that co nditio n, we see no o ppo rtu nity 
fo r the “wets” to lo se. 
On the o ther hand, if 
the bu rden o f their o wn fight is pu t o n the li­ 
cense peo ple, and is no t carried o n fo r them 
by o u r o fficials, it will he, o n the face o f it, an 
effo rt hv tho se who want to make mo ney o u t 
o f the sale in the u ninco rpo rated area, trying 
to fo rce the traffic o n the sectio ns that are 
largely witho u t po lice pro tectio n, and where 
it will he difficu lt to co ntro l the traffic. 
We are so rry to see this situ atio n develo p. 
There is no serio u s qu estio n raised by intelli­ 
gent drinkers o r no n-drinkers, bu t what fo u r 
per cent beer by vo lu me is into xicating. 
And 
while we are in a pecu liar situ atio n in the who le 
liqu o r pro blem, it is 
exceedingly u nfo rtu nate 
that o fficials who are elected, in part, becau se 
they were believed to he “dry”, are taking an 
attitu de which can satisfy o nly the liqu o r gro u p, 
and which the liqu o r g o u p wo u ld want do ne.

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OUR NEW CONGRESS 


The cu rrent nu mber o f Scribners has an in­ 
teresting article by Allen Thu rsto n singling 
o u t so me o f the new’ men who se faces will be 
seen o n flo o rs o f Co ngress fo r the next two 
years. 
A landslide like the recent electio n thro ws 
u p so me strange pro du cts. So me o f these are 
to be in the Senate,—Bo ne o f Washingto n, 
Po pe o f Idaho . McCarren o f Nevada. Tho mas 
o f Utah, Du ffy o f Wisco nsin—men w’ho in 
the natu ral co u rse o f things wo u ld never have 
landed in the mo st influ ential bo dy o f legisla­ 
tio n in the wo rld. So me very’ strange charact­ 
ers were washed into the Ho u se by the land­ 
slide. 
There was Jimmy Wadswo rth o f New 
Yo rk who lo st his place in the Senate so me 
years ago , and is no w trying to climb back, 
perhaps higher, to the Presidency itself. There 
is Magnu s Jo hnso n o f Minneso ta, who had a 
brief career in the Senate so me years ago , 
and who is no w’ lo o king fo r the seat o f Sena­ 
to r Henrik Shipstead, the lo ne Farmer-Labo r- 
ite. erstwhile a dentist, bu t who m Magnu s 
thinks is getting so ft no w that he has been in 
Washingto n fo r ten years. 
Bu t the o ddest featu re o f the situ atio n is 
the electio n o f tw’O members, o ne fro m Wash­ 
ingto n, and the o ther fro m Pennsylvania, who 
have been in the co u ntry ju st lo ng eno u gh to 
be eligible. Mario n A. Zio nbeck o f Washing­ 
to n is ju st eligible as to time to take his seat. 
He has been sympathetic with the radicals o f 
Washingto n, altho u gh himself no t an active 
member o f their o rganizatio n. 
Fro m the 
Pittsbu rgh area in Pennsylvania co mes Henry 
Ellenbo gen, who was natu ralized Ju ne 17, 1926.
